SEGRA will excavate and direct bore, in an easterly direction, 414’ of new 1.25” HDPE duct equipped 
with a 24-count fiber, on City right-of-way across the northern side of Boonsboro Rd. The City and Bedford 
County boundary line is located near the middle of this property. The building connection will be 
underground in Bedford County. (There is no review fee for this project.)

SEGRA will pull 10’ of new 24 count fiber through existing duct to pole 104-2501. SEGRA will riser up this 
pole and over-lash 100’ of new 24 count fiber to existing strand on existing AEP poles. Then they will riser 
down AEP pole 104-514 and direct bore approximately 230’ of new 1.25” duct and 24 count fiber along 
City and private right-of-way up to the existing cellular site. The building connection will be underground.
